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Sir, 

The  Council  instructed  ne  earlier  in  the.  year  to  compile  an  Annual  Report 
as  directed  by  the  Hinistor  of  Health  in  his  Circular  1  / 64.  The  Vital  Statistics 
show  the  health  of  the  population,  to  compare  very  favourably  with  the  rest  of 
England  and  Hales,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  extremely  low; 
in  fact,  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  town  for  the  past  sixteen  years 
to  my  personal  knowledge  and  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
steadily  decreases. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  colleagues  and  office  staff  for  their  efficient  co¬ 
operation  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  department  and  I  particularly  thank  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  Hr.  Driver  and  Hr.  Pope,  for  their  work  during  the  year. 
From  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Local  General  Practitioners  I  have  had  every 
assistance  and  again  I  would  particularly  thank  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Bath,  Dr.  Paul  Harm  for  the  great  amount  of  work  he  has  done.

GENEIwL  PROVISION  of  health  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREa.

Eater  Supplies  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


EATER  SUPPLIES, 


The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  is  mainly  derived  fron  the  source  at 
Wellhead.  Figures  relating  to  the  amount  extracted  during  the  year  are  not  yet 
available  fron  the  later  Board  but  about  15*000,000  gallons  were  extracted  fron  this 
source  in  the  previous  year,  A  snail  amount  is  still  taken  fron  the  source  at  Bratton 
Road,  Seventy-four  samples  of  treated  water  and  forty-two  samples  of  untreated  water 
were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination,  Coliforns  were  demonstrated  in  the 
untreated  water  from  Wellhead  on  the  following  dates 

11th  March,  18th  November, 

2nd  September,  25th  November, 

The  water  fron  the  Bratton  Road  source  after  treatment  was  sampled  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Reservoir,  and  colifcms  were  demonstrated  on  the  following  dates :- 

7th  July,  9th  December. 

2prd  September, 

From  treated  water  circulated  in  the  town,  coliforns  were  demonstrated  at  the 
Laverton  Institute  on  the  following  dates :- 

11th  March,  8th  July, 

27th  May,  19th  August, 

and  also  at  the  Railway  Hotel  in  Station  Road  on  the  following  dates s- 

21st  January,  9th  September, 

It  can  be  argued  that  the  three  samples  taken  at  Newtown  had  not  been  treated 
for  a  sufficient  period  of  tine  to  ensure  sterilization.  This  does  not  hold  for  the 
samples  taken  at  the  Laverton  Institute  and  Railway  Hotel. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  Report  No,  71  on  Water  Supplies  states 

"Ideally,  all  water  intended  for  drinking  should  shot;  no 

colifom  bacteria  in  100  ml. ,  and  it  should  be  the  aim  of 
every  water  undertaking  to  provide  water  of  this  quality. 

Many  natural  waters  reach  this  standard  and,  since  it  is 
readily  attainable  by  effective  treatment,  no  chlorinated 
sup~ply  should  fail  to  give  this  result. " 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  West  Wilts  Water  Beard  have  not  yet  reached  the 
standard  to  be  aimed  at. 


Finally,  the  Reservoir  capacity  for  the  Urban  District  is  insufficient  for 
the  size  of  population.  The  Water  Board  are  taking  steps  to  double  the  capacity  at 
the  Reservoir.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  Sewage  Disposal  T  cries  are  very  much  overloaded,  but  fortunately  the 
effluent  does  not  cause  great  concern  since  it  is  not  discharged  in  to  the  River 
Dess,  but  is  punped  to  the  Cenent  orks.  Despite  this  the  Urban  Council  have 
instructed  Consulting  Engineers  to  provide  a  Scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Dorics  and  this  Scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  The  total  cost  will  be  around  £100,000.  These  new  Dorks  have  also 
made  provision  for  the  treatment  of  all  trade  effluents  within  the  Urban  District.
